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An Arizona shepherd places the 


cost of raising wool in that coun- 


try at ten cents per pound. 

American dressed beef is worth 
8e abroad. Live cattle are quoted 
at 111-2c, estimated dressed 
weight. 

The exports of live stock and 
dressed beef from Boston for the 
foreign markets last week were 653 
cattle and 1,200 quarters of beef. 


The growth of the business is 
compelling the enlargement of the 
facilities for handling sheep at the 
Union Stock Yards, Chicago. 


2A New York Tribune corres- 
pondent makes the statement that 
in some parts of Illinois the drouth 
has added $2 to $3 water expense 
for each farm animal. 


An American cattle king is re- 
ported as saying that the losses on 
the range within the past year have 
reached 5,000,000 head. The truth 
is bad enough, but this sounds like 
a pretty reckless statement. 


The assessed value of stock in 
Texas shows up thus: Horses and 
mules, 1,193,522 head; value, 832, 
221,771; cattle, 6,741,964 head; value, 
$48,735,614. The decrease in value 
of cattle from last year is about 
$6,000,000. 

The wool trade is said to be 
duller and more depressed in Texas 
new than for along time. There 
are practically no transactions 
whatever, there being a difference 
of three cents between buyers and 
sellers, 


The receipts of wool at Chicago 
since January Ist have been 22,780,- 
338 pounds, against 31,541,030 
pounds at the corresponding date 
of 1886. The shipments for corres- 
ponding dates were: 1887, 24,549, 
471Spounds; 1886, 34, 277, 293 pounds. 

For a horse which is weak in the 
knees, rub the limbs briskly with 
a woolen cloth, then bathe in salt 
and water, wipe dry, and apply a 
mixture of one pint of alcohol, and 
one dram of tincture of Spanish 
fly, rubbing in a tablespoonful 
twice a day with the hand. 


If the wool industry gets well 
out of the rut into which it has 
been thrown, and steps are not 
taken to avoid the repetition of 
such a catastrophe, the future his- 
torian will have good ground to 
question whether experience is of 
any value to the American people. 


John N. McDonald, McDonald, 
Pa., has a yoke of oxen 14 years 
old, twins, weighing 4,500 pounds 
which he is now shaping up for 
market. They area peculiar look- 
ing pair, of a light mouse color, 
with huge frames, and horns 
measuring between 8 1-2 and 4 
feet from tip to tip.

There are now in the State 533,257 
horses and 56,939 mules; 16,729 
horses and 1,600 mules died from 
disease. There are 1,303,150 cattle 
exclusive of milch cows, and 476,- 
201 of the latter, an increase of 81,- 
601 over the previous year, and the 
deaths from disease among the 
caitle numbered 6,258. Of the 
1,394,045 sheep of the State 31,800 
were killed by dogs and 42,222 
died. There were 2,196,068 hogs 
fattened and 1,605,180 stock hogs; 
the deaths numbering 553,692. The 
live stock slaughtered were as fol- 
lows: Cattle, 297,817; hogs, 1,245,- 
591; sheep, 79,734.
